Supporters 
want instant success.” ~ 

Bottalico also is critical of 
imported players, even though 
he was imported by APIA in 
1959 and was one of the club’s 
outstanding players . 

“‘We shouldn’t import play- 
ers. If they were top class they 
wouldn’t be coming here in the 
first place. If they come here 
it’s because they’re not good 
enough to play top-class stuff 
in their home country. And 
then, of course, they take the 
place of young, local players. 

“What we need is top class 
coaches, but not yet Not until 
the game is more professional. 
What’s the point of bringing 
out a top class coach for a few 
hours here and a few hours 
there? That's not going to 
benefit anyone. But once our 
players are professional they 
can spend hours every day 
being coached by top overseas 
coaches. At present the 
coaches here have enough 
trouble coaching guys who 
have been working through the 
day and sometimes are too 
tired, mentally and physically, 
to train in a professional man- 
ner.’ 

Bottalico was born in Egypt 
of Italian parents and played 
for the top Egyptian club 
Zamalek. His apperance in 
APIA colors in 1959 heralded a 
long, illustrious playing and 
coaching career in Australia. 
APIA played in four Austral- 
ian Cup finals in the 1960's, 
winning one a 2-0 victory over 
Sydney City Hakoah in 1966.

APIA coach Fil Bottalico 


Tthe 60’s are an almost for- 
gotten Australian soccer era. 
Tell most of today’s suppor- 
ters that APIA and South 
Coast played in the 1963 NSW 
Grand Final in front of 32,000 
fans at the Showgrounds and 
you'll be laughed at! 

Bottalico well remembers 
those days. A mere league 
game against Olympic at Lam- 
bert Park drew 17,000! 

“Soccer was different in 
those days. It was a bit slower 
then but playing styles varied 
a lot more than they do now. 
Most national league teams 
play a similar style of game 
now, mainly a British game, 
whereas Sydney City plays a 
European style of game by 
pushing the ball around. 
Today's players are faster. I 
won't be drawn into saying 
whether or not they're more 
skilful.”* 

After 13 playing seasons 
with APIA, eight as captian, 
Bottalico was appointed as- 
sistant coach in 1974 to Tom 
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Jimmy Bottalico 


Anderson. The following year, 
1975, Bottalico became first 
team coach and took APIA to 
the NSW State League 
championship. Even more 
success followed in 1976 when 
APIA won the Rothmans Cup, 
State Cup and Grand Final. 

Bottalico has had a few run- 
ins with players from time to 
time, notably Peter Ollerton 
and John Doyle. Ollerton 
threw orange juice at Bot- 
talico after an argument de- 
veloped at the end of a match 
and was reprimanded by the 
committee. 

“Doyle was a good player 
nearing the end of this top- 
class career when we clashed. 
I thought he was drinking too 
much at the time,"’ said Bot- 
talico 

“Then there are the players 
] respected, not just for their 
ability but also for their attitu- 
de, players like Johnny Russell 
and Jimmy Rooney. And of 
course, our little midfielder 
Terry Butler.” 

APIA full back Paul Carter 
and Bottalico’s son, Jimmy, 
are two of the youngsters who 
may figure prominently in 
APIA's plans. Bottalico is full 
of priase for Carter. 

“Paul is strong, good in the 
air and fast. I predict that he 
will play for Australia next 
year. The one area of his game 
he must improve is his concen- 
tration. When you’re young 
and fit you want to run. You 
want to go forward all the 
time. Paul must concentrate a 
bit more on his defensive 
duties but I’ve got no doubts 
that he has a big future. 


“I think that our stopper, 
Mark Pullen, already should 
be in the Australian team. I 
can’t understand how he has 
been overlooked until now. I 
hope that changes this year. 


“‘As for my son, Jimmy, if 
he’s good enough he’ll make it. 
I don't treat him any differ- 
ently to the other players." 

And what about APIA’s 
chances in 1983? 

“Til be happy if we make 
the top four. Actually, I'm 
such a bad loser that we'll 
probably have to win the 
league to satisfy me. 


““As for my own ambitions, 
well I would like to coach the 
Australian youth team one day 
but all the top coaches are kill- 
ing each other to try to geta 
job like that. 

“I really like coaching 
young boys. They’re usually 
not hungry for money. They 
just want to learn. 


“While we're talking about 
the Australian team I’ve got to 
say how disappointed I am 
with Tommy Dochety for sug- 
gesting that he may not rea- 
lease his players for national 
team duty. That stinks! Les 
Scheinflug is doing a good job 
yet some people want to make 
life hard for him. That’s the 
wrong attitude. We, as coach- 
es, must support Les Scheinf- 
lug. That’s the only way the 
game here is going to im- 
prove.”’

I am so pleased for Mount- 
ford that he is at last recov- 
ered from the broken leg 
which kept him out of national 
league soccer all of last year. 

My interest in his welfare is 
heightened by the fact that I 
was coaching in the game in 
which he suffered his injury. 

It was in an all-nations tour- 
nament in Wollongong at the 
end of season 1981. 

Bob and an opposing defend- 
er contested a ball in the pen- 
alty area. 

There was a crunch and a 
cry from Bob and we all knew 
his leg was broken. 

We went out to him and saw 
the dent in his shin bone just 
above the ankle. It was 
obvious he was in severe pain, 
but he is a brave man and 
shrugged it off till eventually 
an ambulance came, which 
took him to hospital. 

I noted he tried to come 
back last year, but failed. 

Indeed, at the time of the 


injury I wondered if this would 
be the end of his career. 

This, to me, made the injury 
so cutting as I watched him 
lying in agony on the field and 
reflected on how such an unim- 
portant out-of-season game 
could have ended a fine play- 
ing career. 

But Mountford is a tough 
man. 

That was obvious to me even 
on my short acquaintanceship 
with him. 

He obviously is also very de- 


-termined, because he is no 


youngster, having played with 
Huddersfield, Port Vaile, Scun- 
thorpe, Crewe, Rochdale ano 
Halifax in England before 
coming to Australia. 

Now that he is fit to play 
soccer again, 1 wonder if he 
can make it, following such a 
severe injury at his age? 

His Newcastle coach, Ken 
Kaiser, seems confident. In a 
burst of enthusiasm he stated: 
"Bob is the fittest man in the 
league.”’ 

Whether this is fact or 
rhetoric, time will sae

Under 
Menotti, Argentina won 
48, drew 22 and lost 22 of 
92 full international 
matches, won the 1978

With the FA Cup in full 
swing, Haynes was also asked 
to recall his most memorable 
game, being a veteran of many 
an FA Cup tie himself. He re- 
called playing for Fulham 
against Newcastle United in 
the third round of the com- 
petition in 1953. ‘It was an ab- 
solutely incredible game. 
Newcastle went 3-0 up, but, 
with only five or six minutes 
remaining, Fulham led 4-3.

5-3!”

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Cedo Cirkovic, starting 
his second year as coach of 
Italian sponsored Faw- 
kner, had a distinguished 
playing career with Slo- 
boda in his native Yugos- 
layia and for Footscray 
J.U.S.T.. 

Cirkovic was a proud 
member of the J.U.S.T. side 
which won the 1969 State 
League championship. He an- 
swered a distress signal from 
struggling Heidelberg Alexan- 
der in 1971 and , as player- 
coach, saved the club from re- 
legation. He then returned to 
J.U.S.T. and led it to seven 
league and cup successes 
during a coaching stint which 
spanned a decade, from 1972.to 
the 1981 season. 

Cirkovic had immediate 
success with Fawkner which 
he led to last year’s Metro 
First Division championship. 
Taking over the well drilled 





outfit which had been moulded 
during the previous two years 
by present Polonia coach Mike 
Lynn, Cirkovic added Chris 
Petrov and Andy Bozikas and 
concentrated upon developing 
further the skilful brand of 
soccer which is Fawkner’s 
hallmark. 

Cirkovic favors the Eu- 
ropean style of game. He 
makes sure that most training 
routines are conducted with 
the ball. He likes his team to 
push the ball around and main- 
tain possession. 

Although Cirkovic has 
signed J.U.S.T. import Milan 
Kojic and is tipped to sign an- 
other imported J.U.S.T. play- 
er, Slobodan Popovic, players 


like Mendo Ristovski, Joe. 


Picioane, Joe Palinkas and 
Zoran TIlioski attest to 


Cirkovic’s preference for de- 
veloping local talent. 

e The Sabidussi brothers, 
Carlo and Bruno, are among 
Fawkner's favorite sons. Carlo 
Sabidussi is team captain. 

Carlo’s early playing days 
were spent with Green Gully 
Ajax until under-14 level when 
he joined Juventus. At Juve he 
won his way into the senior 
team when only 16 years old 
and along with brother Bruno, 
stamped himseif as one of the 
most promising juniors in Vic- 
torian soccer. 


Brazilian tourist, Cruziero, 
invited the brothers to train 
with its first team squad 
during the Victorian leg of its 
Australian tour in the 1970's. 
Cruziero officials were im- 
pressed but Brazilian F.A. 


restrictions made it impos- 
sible for the Sabidussis to try 
to make their mark in the land 
of samba soccer. 

These same Cruzeiro offi- 
cials arranged for the brothers 
to trial with lead Portu- 
guese club Sporting Lisbon. 

“We trialled with Sporting 
for four months and were set 
to sign when Juventus asked 
for $30,000 for us,”’ said Carlo 

Sabidussi. 

‘Yet before we went to Por- 
tugal we had a verbal agree- 
ment with Juventus that if 
things worked out for us we 
would have only $10,000 on our 
heads.” 

Carlo left Juventus. in 1975 
and was transferred to Hakoah 
for $2,000. A year later he 
joined Preston Makedonia and 
in 1977 he signed for Fawkner 
and has played a major role in 
the amazing rise from Provis- 
ional League ranks by the Ital- 
ian sponsored club. 





Juventus coach John 
Margaritis was one of the 
finest players to come to 
Australia. The skilful Mar- 
garitis played for PAOK 
Salonika in his native 
Greece before joining 
South Melbourne Hellas in 
the 1960’s. 

Margaritis was playing- 
coach of Heidelberg United in 
1968, "69 and embarked upon a 
professional coaching career 
in 1874 when he became first 
team boss of South Melbourne 
Hellas. 

Two years later Margaritis 
headed for South Australia 
and West Adelaide Hellas buta 
year later, in 1977, he was back 
in Melbourne as coach of Hei- 
delberg United. The Bergers 
finished third in the PSL that 
year. 





Margaritis returned to West 
Adelaide Hellas for half a 
season in 1978 but came back 
to the then ailing Heidelberg 
and lifted it to a finish in the 
top half of the table. 


Margaritis took over as 
coach of South Melbourne 
Hellas in 1979 until the Tommy 
Docherty debacle last year. 
Docherty, the former manage- 
rial great of so many English 
Football League clubs, was ap- 
pointed manager of South Mel- 
bourne Hellas with Margaritis 
as coach. Margaritis’s pride 
was stung so he left and was 
appointed coach of Juventus 
late last year. 


Margaritis is a shrewd 
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judge of soccer talent, at both 
playing and coaching levels. 
Shortly after his appointment 
as coach of Juventus he ap- 
proached Paddy Bannon and 
offered him the assistant 
coaching position. Bannon ac- 
cepted and is playing an im- 
portant part in Juve’s plans. 


e Bannon also is team ca- 
ptain. He played for Broxburn, 
near Edinburgh in Scotland 
before coming out here in 1973 
to join Heidelberg Alexander. 
That was the start of an asso- 
ciation which ended in 1981, 
under disappointing circum- 
stances. Alexander told their 
loyal defender that he should 
retire. Bannon had other ideas 


and joined Melbourne Croatia 
before signing for Juventus 
last year. 


He has won the Rothmans 
Medal, played in the Alexan- 
der side which won State 
League in 1975 and the PSL top 
four series in 1980. He also has 
represented Victoria four 
times. 


“We're aiming to try to win 
the league this year. We have 
to at least get into the top four 
because we achieved that 
feat last year,”’ said Bannon. 


“We've signed a couple of 
good players and I’m very con- 
fident that we'll do well again. 


‘I think the league 
champion will come from one 
of five sides — Juventus, 


Croatia, Ajax, Croydon and 
Morwell Falcons.”

Northcote coach Tony 
Vrzina was a top player 
with Split in his native 
Croatia in the 1950’s. 


Vrzina spent a year with 
German club Wupperthal and 
finally was granted a visa for 
Australia in 1965. Vrzina 
joined Melbourne Croatia as.a 
junior coach, eventually 
taking over as senior coach in 
1971 and 72. 

Croatia twice won the 
Ampol Cup under Vrzina. It 
also won the interstate Ampol 
Cup in 1971, beating Sydney’s 
Western Suburbs 31 in the 
final, and added the 197] State 
League Cup to its haul of tro- 
phies. 

Vrzina resigned from 
Croatia in 1972, the year the 
club was expelled from the 
VSF. He was appointed man- 
ager-coach of Essendon Lions

in 1975. Lions were battling to 
avoid relegation and only had 
six league games left that sea- 
son. Under Vrzina, Lions won 
five of their remaining 
matches and maintained their 
Metro First Division status 

Lions became Essendon 
Croatia in 1976, the year that 
Vrzina spent $6,000, a record 
First Division fee, on a talent- 
ed George Cross player called 
John Gardiner. 

‘Everyone thought I was 
stupid to pay so much money 
for John Gardiner but I consid- 
er him to be the best signing I 
ever made,”’ said Vrzina. 

Croatia finished third in 
First Division in 1976. The for- 
mation of the PSL left four 





vacancies in State League in 
1977 and the top four First 
Division clubs were promoted. 


Vrzina, however, resigned 
once more. After a year’s lay- 
off he returned to the soccer 
scene as coach of Western 
Suburbs in 1978, taking the 
Greek-sponsored club to 
second place in First Division 
behind Croydon. 

Vrzina joined Preston Make- 
donia in 1979 for a year. The 
Makedonia outfit which won 
State League the following 
year largely was assembled 
during Vrzina’s reign. 

Vrzina then spent two frus- 
trating years with Slavia 
before joining Bulleen in 1982 
and guiding it into second spot 


in Provisional Division Two 
and promotion to First Divi- 
sion.
